New Tendon, Conn., Sept. 28. 
— For tho first timo since the S- 
51 was rammed and sunk Friday 
nipfht, the full lifting’ force of 
SOO tons, necessary to raise her 
was applied today. 
The giant crane ship Monarch 
arriving off the lee of Block 
Island before dawn was ordered 
to proceed to the site of the res­ 
cue work and was expected to 
start, operations by nine o’clock. 
Tho arrival of th e Monarch, w ith 
probably the most powerful floating 
cran e on the A tlantic seaboard, 
to 
add its m ighty lug to the stre n g th of 
th e C entury, which can lift 190 tons, 
gave th e rescue w o rk ers high hopes 
th at the subm arine, if th ere w as life 
aboard, could ho b ro u g h t to th e s u r­ 
face before nightfall. 
It was realized th a t if there are liv­ 
ing men to be saved the action m ust 
be im m ediate, as tonight, will c o m ­

third day since the ship 
sunk.

N E W R E D W O O D S FOR OLD. 
I N spending much time and money planting seedlings of 
the giant redwood trees in California the lumbermen of 
today are putting into practice the theory that the hest con­ 
servation policy provides for the future. 
Despite the ter­ 
ribly destructive inroads on the redwood forests made dur­ 
ing the last half century by their predecessors, the ca 
paign to save the remaining areas from destruction has met 
with a good measure of success, and experience has shown 
that reforestation is practicable. 
The redwood is one of 
the tamest growing conifers, and once the seedling is firmly 
rooted it appears to withstand all enemies b u t man. To be 
sure, it requires from four hundred to a thousand years for 
it to reach full maturity. 
But even at the age of thirty or 
forty years it is a large tree, sometimes reaching a height 
of IOO feet. 


How the difficult task of obtaining the rare seeds of 
the redwood and of planting and transplanting them has 
been accomplished is fully described in the September num­ 
ber of Nature Magazine by Wallace Hutchinson of the* 
Forest Service. 
The redwood, he points out, is notorious 
for the high percentage of infertility of its seeds, with the 
result that it is necessary to scour the forest in order to 
obtain good seeds even in comparatively small quantities. 
When planted under favorable auspices in nurseries they 
grow readily. 
Great care is needed, however, in transplant­ 
ing them. 
This work is carried on by experts after the 
rainy season begins and is confined to regions where the 
redwood formerly grew. 
During the 
last 
two 
planting 
seasons about 3,SCX) acres of cut-over redwood land have 
been restocked, and it is expected this year to replant 6,000 
acre more. 
The principal nursery has more than 1,500,000 
seedlings and is now well enough established to assure the 
continuation of this planting program until all the cut-over 
lands arc served.
